They 
designated it as RWP, Relief Work 
Program, to distinguish it from 
Federal alphabetical designations. 

Community Improvements. 

If Pennsylvania's entire relief 
population is put to work, officials 
believe, the program will absorb 
in community improvement pro}- 
ects about $75,000,000 a vear now 
being paid out in relief grants 
They estimate operation costs at

Projects are limited to those 
which have to do with highways and 
streets, buildings and grounds, 
parks, playgrounds ant streams 
One of the first proposed was to 


rid Pittsburgh of ragweed, a cause 
of hay fever.

PARIS, Aug. 5 (AP).- 
Minister Paul Reynaud

Not Safe. 


WOOD JOISTS USED

ment of Others Is Held 


Unnecessary. 


Abandonment, as soon as pos- 
sible, of 36 of the 110 elementary 
public schoolhouses of St. Louis 
on the ground that they are an- 
tiquated and generally unsatisfac- 
have inadequate sites and, in 
is ad- 


tory, 


vocated in the report of the Strayer 


school survey. 

The report, made late in April, 
continues to receive public at- 
tention. It is so voluminous that 
laymen consulting it have not at- 
tempted to assimilate all its sec- 
tions at once. 

Either immediate abandonment 
or closing as soon as circumstances 
may permit is proposed for 26 of 
the 9% white grade schools and 10 
of the 18 Negro grade schools. All 
these structures are of old-fash- 
ioned wood-joist construction, with 
brick walls, erected in the latter 
third of the nineteenth century, ex- 
cept for four portable units in 
frame buildings. In some instances 
the report suggest new buildings 
(some at different locations) while 


‘in other it says replacement is un- 
/mecessary. 

The Board of Education has no 
funds for new structures, beyond 
‘its present limited construction pro- 
‘gram, but would need a bond is, 
‘sue for more work. It is putting 
|up one new school to replace two 
‘white schools and two to replace 
‘two Negro institutions. 

List of Schools, Findings. 

Summaries and quoted excerpts 
from the survey report concerning 
the condition of buildings suggest- 
ed for abandonment follow: 

Adams (Built in 1878; three addi- 
tions)—Additions were “poorly 
made.” Site of 1% acres too lim- 
ited, “This building is unattrac- 
tive. There is little to be found 
that is commendable and rehabili-

'Three rooms in the basement, used 
‘for speech correction, visual aids 
‘and parent-teacher meetings, are 
below acceptable standards of light- 
‘ing and ventilation.”

“The structure is in poor con- 
dition and the classrooms are dark 
and unattractive.” 

Chouteau (1894; addition in 1898) 
—Site little more than half an acre. 
Central classrooms inadequately 
lighted. Structure “too old to be 
of further use.” 

Clinton (1866; addition in 1906; 
branch in 1867)—Site slightly more 
than one acre; playground space 
“totally inadequate. " “The interior 
is very unsatisfactory in its gen- 
eral design.” The board is erect- 
ing a new sthool to replace this 
and the Peabody. 

Lighting Poor at Dozier. 

Dozier (1887; three additions)— 
Site less than 1% acres; very limit- 
ed playground space. No auditori- 
um, music facilities or gymnasium.

Recommendations for Hodgen. 

Hodgen (1884; two additions)— 
“There is a large playground area 
across the street which is owned by 
the board. There are fixed seats 
in the classrooms and blackboards 
on three sides of the rooms. Toilets 
are in the basement. There is no 
play room. The building is sur- 
rounded by streets and alleys. If 
it is necessary to retain this build- 
ing for any length of time it is rec- 
ommended that the interior be com- 


the blackboard space be replaced 
by bulletin boards, that movable 
furniture replace the fixed seats 
and that toilets for both sexes be 
provided on each floor.” 


Howard (1894; addition in 1906)— 
Built as a parochial school and 
bought by the board in 1902. “The 
site of one-half acre is extremely 
limited and the playground is very 
inadequate, Toilet rooms are in the 
‘basement and there are no play 
rooms. The corridors are used for 
coat storage. The environment in 
the rear of the building is very 
poor. There are fixed seats in the 
classrooms and an excessive amount 
of blackboard.” If retained long 
numerous improvements should be 
made, 


Irving (1871; three additions)— 
Site less than % of an acre; play- 
ground “entirely inadequate.” 
“Classrooms have fixed seats. The 
building is in an inferior condition 
and should be abandoned at the 
earliest opportunity. If this build- 
ing is to be maintained in service 
for any period of time, considerable 
expenditure will be necessary in 
waterproofing walls, retreading 
stairs, enlarging playground area, 
redecorating and replacing compo- 
sition-board ceilings with fire-resis- 
tive material.”

lands and buildings ,the closing of | 
parochial schools and the seculari-| 


zation of the hospitals. | 

When Germany absorbed Austria | 
in March, 1938, there were some) 
13,000 nuns and 3400 monks in 4a' 
country which was almost 95 per) 
cent Catholic. The majority of the! 
nuns were nurses in public and | 
private hospitals or conducted pri-| 
vate boarding schools. By the be-| 
ginning of 1939 they gradually were | 
being replaced in the hospitals by 
Red Cross or other nurses, and last | 
September all confessional schools 
were closed in keeping with the. 
Nazi policy of monopolizing the 
education of youth. 

As a result, the nuns were forced | 
to look for new fields of endeavor | 
or to emigrate. Many chose to, 
leave. The Augustine nuns, for ex-| 
ample, sought havens in South. 
America, Switzerland and France. | 

Those who stayed are trying to| 
make a living by needlework, as 
cooks or as private teachers. Many 
younger nuns hurry off to offices. 
and factories each day in working | 
clothes after devotions in their 
cloisters, and in the evening they | 
return to monastic routine.

Monks Find Other Work. 

When the blow against the con-| 
fessional schools fell, the monks for | 
the most part remained where they | 
were but turned their efforts into’ 
new channels—to parochial and ad-| 
ministrative work or to teaching | 
religion in the elementary and 
higher schools. Many emigrated, 
however, especially the Jesuits, who 
settied in Switzerland. 


A new field—paradoxically be- 
cause of the Nazi racial theory— 
aiso opened for the clergy, includ- 
ing monks, in ancestral research. 
Parochial chancelleries are kept 
busy seeking out and copying birth, 
baptismal and wedding certificates 
of parents and grandparents for 
German citizens, all of whom are 
required to obtain official recogni- 
tion of their Aryan descent. 

Lay brothers, if they are young 
enough, are required to enter the 
labor service and the army. Others 
have become craftsmen. 

Much Property Sequestered. 

Numerous buildings in Austrian 
cities and much Monastic land, 
from which the monks drew their 
principal income, have been seques- 
tered by the Nazis on various 
grounds. 

At Salzburg Nazis ordered the 
Capuchin monks to leave the clois-. 
ter tey had occupied since 1602. 
in order to make way for a home. 
for young mothers. 

Nazi authorities closed the Cis- 
tercian Abbey of Stars in the Aus- 
trian Tyrol, giving mismanagement 
as the reason, but reliable sources 
at Innsbruck said the monks were 
accused of propaganda against the 
Italian Government for its repatria- 
tion of Germans from the Italian 
Tyrol.

It's Happy, the Panda, That Now Draws 


a4 the Crowds, but Chimps, Lions, 


Elephants and Bears Have Their

the gorilla, removed one of the 

most authentic personalities 
from the St. Louis Zoo, but it di- 
minished by only a fraction the 
gigantic free show which is on ex- 
hibit: every day in Forest Park. 
Jackie was one of the stars of the 
show and he had the traditional 
eccentricities of a prima donna. 
He was better known to the keep- 
ers, the friends of the management, 
and the reporters who cover the 
Zoo, than to the public. He was 
like an actor who is more famous 
for his wit off-stage than on. It 
was never certain just when Jackie 
would appear and his most cele- 
brated performances were his bouts 
with the keepers on the compara- 
tively hidden lawn behind the mon- 
key house. 

Although a slight aura of scien- 
tific endeavor surrounds the Zoo, 
it is primarily a circus. If it print- 
ed posters, Jackie’s name would 
have been high on the list. Top 
billing, at present, belongs to the 
giant panda. The list of others 
who have had the headline posi- 
tion is diverse and includes the 
Tndian rhino, the giraffes, a cage- 
ful of spirited humming birds, and 
the trained chimpanzees. — 

The Zoo management carefully 
nurses the theory that attention 
must be centered on its current 
main attraction. It has found that 
people are more apt to come out 


T tne death last week of Jackie, 


to a zoo. The 
management has also learned that 
it doesn’t do to have too many 
Director Georre P. Vier- 
heller had a good offer from an 
animal dealer on a sea elephant 
the other day, but he turned it 
down with the remark that the 
panda was still packing them in. 

A second panda, of course, 
wouldn’t hurt and Vierheller thinks 
he has a line on another of the bear- 
like beasts right now. It’s a baby, 
four months old, and if it ever ar- 
rives here, Vierheller thinks, its ap- 
peal will be tremendous. 

The formula seems to work out 
pretty well. Every summer Sunday 
an estimated 25,000 or more per- 
sons pack the spacious and ram- 
bling grounds. In a movie short on 
the Zoo which was released a few 
days ago the commentator said that 
the Zoo is maintained for the 
“amusement, amazement and edu- 
cation” of the citizens. But it is 
largely for amusement. 

Realizing this, Vierheller some 
years ago started the training acts 
in which chimpanzees, young lions, 
jaguars and young elephants show 
their tricks. Wherever possible the 
animals are permitted to be as free 
and natural as the restrictions of 
captivity will allow. The rule 
against feeding is relaxed to permit 
the bears to beg for popcorn. Young 
chimps are fed ice cream and soda 
at the refreshment stands. The ele- 
phant, the llama and the ancient 
turtle roam the grounds.

HERE were easily 25,000 people 
T out last Sunday. It was a sunny 

day and there was 4&4 light 
breeze. The first to arrive came 
shortly after 6 o’clock; it was dark 
when the last stragglers left. All 
morning long a crowd stood in 
front of the panda’s barless pit, al- 
though it wasn’t until noon when 
Happy was lured out with some 
food. There was a loud chorus of 
oh’s as Happy came out of her cool 
concrete den into the warm sun- 
light. Her plate of oatmeal mush 
had been set high on a rock so that 
all could see. She walked pigeon- 
toed around the pit, sniffed a bit 
at the crowd, and then climbed the 
rock to lick up her meal. She 
scoured the pan clean and then 
went back to her den. In a few 
minutes she came out again, looked 
at the pan to make sure it was 
empty, and then went back. 

It wasn’t much of a show except 
for the fact that every move & 
panda makes is an appealing one. 
Vierheller came by with a group 
of friends. “You should have seen 
Happy Jast night,” he said. “She 
got tangled up in her tire and 
rolled around so fast she fell in 
the moat.” He explained that Hap- 
py is liveliest in the early evening, 
after she has had her third feed- 
ing of the day and chewed up some 
bamboo shoots. 

It was feeding time in the mon- 
key house, too. Interest in the 
house these days centers on Bim- 
bo, the orang-utang and a Nige- 
rian baboon, both of which have 
young offspring. Bimbo's baby is 
five months old and she is just 
now beginning to let it out of her 
grasp. A keeper reported that the 
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baby had chinned ftself the other 
night after the crowd had gone. 
Bimbo’s meal was all vegetables 
and fruit. She first draped the 
long vegetable greens around her 
shoulders and over her head and 
then settled down to eat the fruit. 
Apes very sensibly start their meals 
with what they like best. When 
the baby reached out to grab 4a 
piece of lettuce, Bimbo slapped 
its paw and pulled it back in her 
arms.

HE old-time fans who have 
T ionsea for a return, on the 

scréen, of the gold old, sure- 
shot custard pie and bathing beauty 
days, are going to get an eyeful of 
both before very long with a lot of 
once famous pie casters and more 
or less ancient cinema directors for 
Darryl Zanuck is making a saga of 
the movies out at Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox called “Hollywood Caval- 
cade” in technicolor.

Film producers and _ directors 
iwent about their work very secret- 
ly because there was a war on 
with the big companies back Fast.

Hollywood overcame all this. 
But for a long time directors would 
pile their casts and camera equip- 
ment in hearses or other unsus- 
pected vehicles and start out for an 
unannounced filming location to be 
gone the whole day.

Always be careful, 
too, when planning your 
that the light itself is placed in 
such a position that it will not shine 
into the eyes.

Second, select the most interest- 
ing spots of the yard or garden 
to illuminate. Almost every place 
has certain accenting features 


that give it interest by day, and 
it is these same features that 
should be spotlighted by night.

For more elab- 
orate lighting, 4 permanent under- 
ground wire, inclosed in lead-cov- 
ered or non-metallic cable, buried 
about a foot underground and 
equipped with weatherproof outlets 
wherever needed, is the ideal ar- 
rangement. 

There a wide variety of metal 
lamp lds attached to the top 
of spikes that can be pushed into 
the ground for lighting flower beds 
and rock gardens. There are also 
lamp shields in the form of birds 
and animals that will blend into

IHELPFUL SWIMMING HINTS

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| LESSON 21. 

, HE synchronigation of the arm- 
| T stroke and “frog kick” which we 
| began in the previous install- 
‘ment, depends entirely on remem- 
bering that the armstroke must be 
one step behind the kick at every 
point. 

Thus the legs snap together in the 
kick, and, as the snap finishes and 
you are gliding forward on its mo- 
mentum, the arms sweep sideways 
and downward to their power-giving 
motion.

General Motors plants flared up in vio- 
lence last Monday morning in a riot 
outside the Fisher Body plant at Cleve- 
land. Forty-six persons were injured 
when clubs were swung, tear gas dis- 
charged and bricks thrown in a battle 
between 200 police and members of a 
picket line of 5000 unionists. Police 
charged the trouble started when a 
brick was thrown through the window 
of a car carrying non-striking workers 
into the plant. There was another 
clash in the afternoon when mounted 
police charged the picket line to force 
passage for an automobile. After a 
night in which 300 workers were be- 
sieged in the plant, a “riot zone” 500 
yards deep around the plant was or- 
dered cleared, except for five pickets 
at each gate. Strikers said the order 
was illegal, and began a court fight on 
it. Meanwhile, they picketed workers’ 
homes. Negotiations were being con- 
ducted at Detroit to settle the strike, 
begun July 5 over demands for wage 
increases, overtime pay adjustments 
and union labels on G. M. C. tools.
